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MOVING TO ASIA? 


Editorial 


The Australian Soccer team is in South Africa. By 
the time you read this they will have played their first 
match and will be preparing for their second 
tomorrow night. | 

The Socceroos are taking part in the Simba Cup 
with the home country, Ghana and Kenya. Ghana 
toured Australia last year for 'A' internationals, 

The country from the west coast of the vast 
continent of Africa, have similar challenges to 
Australia when called on to put an international 
team on the park. That is that many of their top flight 
players are full time professionals in other countries. 

Just like our own Aussies they can't be called back 
for anything less than World Cup or Olympic Games 
qualifiers. 

The question arises whether international matches 
such as the Simba Cup should be designated ‘B' and 
| not 'A’. Some would argue that regardless, the 
players are representing their country and therefore 
deserve full recognition, 

An alternative is that if all players were available 
then quite a large percentage of the selected party 
would not get a run. 

However to represent ones country is a great 
honour. To do so at full international level is the 
tops. It should surely only come to a select few. 
Otherwise international matches will be devalued 
and no longer will it be something to strive for, 

On that basis there is an argument for designating 
certain games 'B'. To be recognised by your country 
at 'B' international level is still an achievement and 
only one step below ‘A’ 

Players could progress from Youth, to 'B', before 
going on to the 'A' or full international teams. It 
would give Australia's coaching staff another avenue 
for player development. 

There would then be a good reason to shine at 
the lower level in order to be considered for the top 
echelon. 

Debate concerning the commitment of players 
when wearing the Green and Gold is not at issue 
here. Despite this, it must be disheartening to play 
your heart out, perform above expectations but when 
the big games come, be pushed aside by the blokes 
making it big overseas. 

Will Eddie Thomson be able to, or want ta, call on 
overseas based players for the Confederations Cup 
Oceania two legged qualifier next month? 

{f he has to use only players from the Ericsson Cup 
teams, at least many of them will have international 
experience.

Ny ne of our sister 
publications carried 
a story last Friday 


that Australia’s, national 
men’s coach, Eddie 
Thomson was soon to leave 
these shores for richer 
pickings in Asia. 

Whether there is any truth 
in the story is not for this 
piece to decide however let's 
try to work out why a top line, 
accomplished Australia based 
coach might or might not take 
such a position. 

For one thing if you have 
charge of Australia’s senior 
international team then you 
face some particular 
challenges. Most of the 
quality players are with 
overseas clubs in Malaysia, 
Croatia, Italy, Belgium, 
Scotland, Switzerland, France, 
England, Greece and Spain. 

How does a coach decide 
which players are the best for 
Australia? Does a position 
with a Second Division club 
in England equate to 
Belgium’s top competition. 
How will a sweeper from an 
Ericsson Cup side fit in with a 
goalkeeper from England’s 
Premier League? 

More importantly when 
can the coach of the 
Socceroos get his full squad 
together for a camp, and 
where should it be? In 
Europe, in Australia? 

A full time position 
overseas is, and for the 
moment must remain, every 
Australian players aim. Who 
wouldn’t want to earn their 
living from the World Game? 

Australia’s © Senior 
international coach is on a 
hiding to nothing. A contract 
with Soccer Australia until 
1998 is wonderful but if you 
can’t get your squad together 
except rarely, is it really 
worthwhile? 

On the other hand coaching 
a Club side in the J-League 
could be very appealing 
especially with the amount of 
money available in Japan. 

Just because Thomson 
doesn’t speak Japanese, as far 
as we know, is not something 
that would stop him. Soccer 
language is after all universal. 

Brazilian, Italian, 
Argentine and English players 
have gone to Japan and 
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proved big draw cards. They 
must have overcome the 
language barrier. Added to 
which many Japanese people 
are keen to use their English 
skills to assist the visitor to 
their fascinating country. 

When everything is 
weighed up who could blame 
a highly respected coach like 
Thomson moving to say 
Japan? 

At least all his players 
‘would be his, twice a day 
every, day instead of possibly 
twice a year for a few days 
each time. 

As is, obvious, Japan is 
determined to rise in the 
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Eddie Thomson: Challenging job as Australia's coach. 
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world soccer scene. Their 
recent victory over Brazil in 
the Olympic Games 
tournament can be taken as a’ 
pointer to the future. 

Japan will be desperate to 
do well in the 2002 World 
Cup which they are co- 
hosting with South Korea. 

Their youngsters are 
coming in droves to Australia 
for intensive coaching. This is 
very pleasing for the 
organisations making money 
from these initiatives but the 
Land of the rising sun could 
soon be running ahead of the 
Land down Under.

Olympic’s young 

striker, again proved 
to be his team’s hero, 
scoring the game’s solitary 
goal in the 63rd minute last 
Friday night in the second 
leg of the Johnnie Walker 
Cup at the United Sports 
Centre to lift Olympic into 
the second Round against 
the Brisbane winners. 

While Tome proved to be 
Olympic’s hero, in reality it 
was their powerful and alert 
goalkeeper George 
Bouhoutsos who was his 
team’s real saviour. He 
stood between Olympic and 
defeat. 

In the 19th and 27th 
minutes Bouhoutsos was left 
looking down the barrell of 
two certain United 
goalscoring chances. With 
magnificent reflexes, the 
shaven-headed custodian 
with hair-raising blocks, 
denied Milicic and United, 
on both occasions, any joy 
from point blank range. 

Olympic’s substitute, 
lanky left midfielder Elias 
Augerinos, 18 minutes after 
halftime cleverly punched a 
neat through-ball into 
Tome’s path. The hungry 
striker from an acute angle 
on the left, in a flash, 
slammed into the far side of 
the target. This goal gave 
Olympic two wins in the 
first round of the Cup over 
United by the same scoreline 
through the same scorer. 

But as was the case in 
First Leg Sydney United far 
outplayed Olympic, 
grabbing control of the 


entire midfield through the 
youngster, Jason Culina, and 
the more experienced Ante 
Moric, Paul Bilokapic and 
Chad Gibson, with Ante 
Milicic excelling in the role 
of ‘linkman’, 

Olympic’s only other real 
chance came in the 50th 
minute when valuable utility 
player Scott Baillie tried to 
flick into the target a Nick 
Meredith pass. 

Subdued Olympic coach 
David Ratcliffe later stated, 
“Tn the first half we sat back 
too much defending our 1-0 
lead from the leg 1 match. 
Having won we seemed to 
just sit back to protect it.” 

Meanwhile a philosophical 
United coach, Branko Culina 
analysed, “We still have seven 
players to come into the side, 
so I’m not too worried for the 
moment.” 

Short of playing staff, 
Sydney United’ coach Culina 
was forced in leg 1, to 
promote his 18 year old son 
Dean, to fill the role of 
sweeper in which the 
youngster excelled. 

But last Friday night, 
whilst Dean missed the 
match through injury, the 
desperate Culina gambled by 
upgrading his younger son, 
16 year old Jason, a right- 
back-cum-midfielder. Jason 
also has now caused 
problems for his father, as 
he too tured in a blinder for 
United. 

How can an NSL coach 
have two of his teenage sons 
in the first team? 

Simple. Sack the coach 
and keep the kids in the 
team. (only joking). 


AFL STICKING 
TO GUNS 


he fight to step AFL 

clubs running soccer 
sides took another twist last 
week when Soccer Australia 
revealed two more AFL 
clubs had joined league 
powers Carlton and 
Collingwood in seeking 
admission to the Ericsson 
Cup. . 

Soccer Australia chairman 
David Hill refused to reveal 
which clubs were involved but 
confirmed they had expressed 
interest in operating national 
soccer league sides. 

“T can’t say who they are, 
only that they are both from 
Melbourne,” Hill said. 

We had one approach 
directly from an AFL club and 
another through Victorian 
soccer officials.” 

Hill said expressions of 
interest came before the AFL 
introduced a new ruling 
banning its clubs from 
aligning with soccer sides. 

Hill was in Melbourne to 
meet with AFL operations 
manager Jan Collins to try and 
avert a costly court battle over 


AFL clubs running soccer 
sides. 

He also met with 
Collingwood, which is 
threatening legal action if the 
AFL attempts to block its 
move into soccer this season. 

The soccer chairman said 
that the AFL however was 
sticking to its guns. 

“Tt sees soccer as a major 
threat to the AFL. We did not 
reconcile our differences”, 

The chairman of the 
Victorian Soccer Federation 
Henry Siwka confirmed that 
he had been a mediator for an 
approach by one AFL club. 

“But I can’t say who it is as 
T gave my word I would not 
tell, I won't be spilling the 
beans”. 

“T have had talks with 
Soccer Australia about the 
approaches, but there are still 
a lot of things that have to be 
assessed.” 

He warned that unless the 
AFL embraced the idea of a 
super sports club it would 
wither as a power within 15 
years.

“BUILDING TOWARDS SOCCER LEAGUE STATUS ONCE AGAIN"

he cut-throat nature 

i of the Johnnie Walker 

Cup is always likely to 

toss up its share of upsets, 

particularly this season as 

the competition has become 

a higher-profile pre-season 
tournament. 

With coaches and clubs 
still very much in the 
experimental stages of the 
campaign and the summer 
league itself still a month 
away there is every reason to 
think that this tradition of 
unlikely winners will 
continue. 

The significant statistic 
which probably sums up the 
cup’s history is that only twice 
in 20 years has the league 
championship winning team 
‘done the double’, with 
Adelaide City in 1991/92 
winning it all for the first time 
and Melbourne Knights 
repeating that feat in 1994/95. 

The Knights’ 1995 win was 
a 6-0 Cup Final record score 
against a Heidelberg side 
which has lost more cup finals 
(four) than any club in 
competition history. 

Despite not always being 
well accepted, the Johnnie 
Walker Cup still has this rich 
history all of its own, with the 
romance of the cup not lost on 
some competition lesser lights 
of the past two decades, 

Players, coaches and fans 
have complained, often with 
some justification, about 
various aspeets of the knock- 
out competition since the 
national league started in 
1977, yet it has survived and 
provided some memorable 
moments as well as some 
stunning upsets. 

Although looked upon as a 
pale diversion from the real 
thing, try telling supporters 
from clubs like Parramatta 
and Heidelberg that winning 
the cup wasn't worth the effort 
in recent years. 


Many clubs have grabbed 
some golden memories for 
their respective history books, 
starting way back in 1977 
when unlikely heroes from 
Brisbane City won the first of 
back-to-back cups, the second 
against an Adelaide City team 
whose sole goalscorer in the 
1978 final happens to be none 
other than Zoran Matic 
(above), back this year to lead 
the newly-formed 
Collingwood Warriors into 
the competition for the first 
time. 

Adelaide City won the first 
of its now legendary string of 
national trophies in the 1979 
final and Heidelberg United 
started its extraordinary run of 
outs at the hands of Marconi 
in 1980. 

In 1981 the cup went to 


Brisbane for the third time in 
five years, with Brisbane 
Lions now down in the history 
books as the last Queensland 
side to land a national soccer 
trophy. 

Ironically, the Lions are 
back to compete in the cup 
this year for the first time in 
the 1990s. 

Heidelberg United came 
back to lose successive finals 
in 1982 and 1983, against 
Apia and Olympic 
respectively, leaving the 
superb Bergers team of that 
time with three losses in finals 
in four years. Also they twice 
finished runners-up in the 
championship proper during 
the same period. 

The rankest outsider to ever 
steal the cup was the 1984 
Newcastle Rosebud team 
which rose from obscurity as 
the replacement team for 
Newcastle United and stole 
the trophy from Melbourne 
Knights on a cold and wet 
mid-winter Melbourne 
evening, 

Olympic's last-minute 
winner in Sydney to defeat 
Preston in ‘85, ranks as one of 
the most thrilling of all the 
cup finals. The 1986 win of 
Sydney City stands in the 
history books as this club's 
last hoorah at the end of a 
glorious era which ended 
ignominiously as the club 
collapsed just a-few months 
later. 

Sydney United won its first 
and still only national trophy 
in 1987 and the end of Apia as 
a national force came when it 
edged to victory on penalties 
in the dreariest of finals in 
1988. 

Adelaide City commenced 
its era of domination in the 
last winter season of 1989 and 
South Melbourne broke the 
Melbourne drought when it 
beat Olympic in the summer 
of 1989/90. 

Raui Blanco's Parramatta 
Eagles had their best-ever 
season in 1990/91, making the 
league play-offs for the first 


time and capping the season 
with a cup victory. 

The ‘91 final was another 
last-minute thriller and 
Preston was again the victim 
as the Eagles’ Greg Brown 
grabbed the only goal of the 
game in second half injury 
time. 

Heidelberg won its only 
national title when it beat 
Parramatta in the 1992/93 
final, although the Eagles 
bounced back to claim the cup 
in 1993/94 to complete a 
remarkable run of three finals 
in four seasons for that club. 

Last year South 
Melbourne's lamentable 
league finish was 
compensated by controversial 
victory over Newcastle 
Breakers.

Australian Youth 
Championship, comfortably 
winning their round matches 
throughout the week before 
taking the crown with a 
single goal win against old 
rivals Queensland in the 
final. 


The victory takes NSW’s 
tally to three consecutive 
championships, although only 
two players remained from the 
1995 side, and the new 
brigade at an average age of 
just sixteen. 

With two games on Day 
One, NSW raced straight to 
the top of the ladder, never 
giving their opponents a sniff 
as they continued on to take 
maximum points from each of 
their six matches, 

Of major interest became 
the race for second and the 
remaining place in the final. 
On Day 4, no one was any the 
wiser with Victoria, Western 
Australia and Queensland all 
level on seven points. 

Queensland then took six 
points the following day 
including a win over WA, but 
had to wait until the last day to 
know their fate. A Victorian 
win over NNSW may have 
denied them their finals berth, 
but to Queensland’s relief the 
match ended in a draw. 

National Coach Tom 
Sermanni kept a close eye on 
proceedings throughout the 
week, coming away with the 
conclusion that much work is 
still to be done. He sees the 
need to concentrate more on 
technical work for the young 
players, although also aware 
that many youth age’ players 
are playing up in the senior 
championship. 

“The standard overall is 
getting better, but a lot still 
need to improve some 
technical areas,” he said.

his year’s Australian 

Senior Championship 
may well be the tightest 
contest of all, with no 
combination clearly 
standing out ahead of the 
pack on paper.

The ground staged 
football, boxing and athletics. 52,000 people saw them play Rangers in 
1908 while 48,500 saw them play Celtic in 1914. Greyhound racing actu- 
ally saved the stadium from financial ruin, In the 1950s two sides of the 
ground were covered with a third side holding the main stand. In March 
1954 the club switched on the floodlighis for the first time in a game 
against Huddersfield. In the early 1970s they almost moved to Lesser 
Hampden but Queens Park finally decided against ground sharing. They 
looked at Rosebury Park but the council made it hard for them and the 
financial cost was too much to bare. 

They then approached Partick Thistle for shared use of Firhill. this was 
agreed and they became the first clubs in Britain to ground share. In the 
late 80s the club looked at a return to Shawfield. Then in the early 1990s 
the club built a new stadium at Cumbermauld, the Broadwood Stadium. 
Now they own the ground and they ground share with others. The ground 
is a remarkable achievement for Clyde. However their League form could

Ten minutes later the 
mercurial Turkyilmaz, whose 
parents were immigrants to 
Switzerland from Turkey, 
scored himself. He curled a 
free kick from just outside the 
penalty area into the corner of 
the net. 

The start of the second half 
was marred by a series of 
fouls as tempers frayed.

McCall were shown yellow 
cards by referee Jose-Garcia 
Aranda_ 

Rangers manager Walter 
Smith sought to change his 
side’s fortunes by pulling off 
defender Alex Cleland in the 
70th minute and replacing him 
with Derek McInnes. 


Within seconds the switch 
almost paid off. A movement 
begun by McInnes ended with 
English international 
midfielder Paul Gascoigne 
blasting in a fierce shot from 
just outside the penalty area, 

Goalkeeper Pascal 
Zuberbuehler parried the ball 
to safety. 

That was the last time the 
Scots looked dangerous and 
Turkyilmaz and fellow striker 
Viorel Moldovan were now 
increasingly dominant in the 
Rangers half. 

Seconds before the final 
whistle goalkeeper Andy 
Goram saved the Scottish side 
from further humiliation by 
pulling off a fine save from 
Moldovan,
